MORE JOBS WITH FEWER PULLER PARTS 


Many puller lines are so designed that a 
special puller is needed for every type of 
-job, requiring an enormous investment. If 
you standardize on the pullers in the Proto 
Tool line, you can take care of almost all 
jobs with a relatively few parts. The reason 
is that these puiler parts are inter- 
changeable. 

For example, a light-duty two-jaw pul- 
ler can be converted into a three-jaw type 
by simply adding a three-way yoke, a pin 
and a jaw. Hither a two-jaw or three-jaw

If you have a light-duty 
puller, therefore, you can make a medium-_ 
duty type by adding a crossarm and two 
jaws. 

Heavy-duty pullers are equally versa- 
tile. Conventional jaws can be replaced 
by cap screw jaws or by jaws for pulling. 
timing gears. Any of these jaws can be 
used for inside or outside pulling. 

On the two following pages are shown a 
few of the great many applications that are 
possible with only a few puller parts. In 
buying pullers, remember that parts inter- 
changeability means more jobs with fewer 
parts—and less cost to you.
